Unit siseovered HF operating at Feld Day. Paul K2DB— 
then President of BARK. encouraged us allio ry something 


‘Once | experienced the tril of working someone on the 
ther side ofthe country using some wire and 100 watts 
Was hooked, I decided i was time to upgrade for adeanal 
privleges. l passed my General exam in March of 1995 — 
{hough it took 3 attempts to pass the 13 WPM code test 
‘Once licensed as a General and set loose on the HF bands, 
‘discovered contesting and DXing. The thought of working 
4100+ countries aver a weekend was que exeting (f course 
this was during the peak ofthe sunspot cycle!). One hing | 
ald discover shorty afterwards is the number of stations | 
found operating down in the Advanced and Extra portions ot 
the bands | cauld nat work as a lowly General class 
‘operator. Once again, sought to upgrade my ticket 10 be 
able to traverse the whole band. ! passed my Extra in May of 
‘1098 and now hald the call  AR2KP. Amazingly, | passed 
the 20WPM test on the fst ty! 


| operated as AAZXP fora ite less than 2 years, when 1 
decided tha while the rhythm ofthe call was great on CW — 
fon phone it was less tan spectacular | heard lots of "the 
Station ending in Papa..." but often needed mary fils to 
get the rest af the call ivaugh to the receiving ston. At that 
time, the vanity eal program was gaining in populaiy —s0 1 
decided to bite the bul, spend the money and get a new 
fal. | browsed the ist of available eas, ané N2CK was the 
‘only call that caught my eye inthe lst of 2 call. Ithad lots of 
possbilites fr variations in phones for phone operation, 
lus itwas equally pleasant on CW witha ice rhythm. 1 
applied for and recenved ths callin March af 1997. 


‘Somewhere along the way Vie, KAPY enticed me to 
tiscover RDXA. My frst ROXA Field Day experience was, 
logging or W2TZ working CW. Fred would wtite down the 
call and exchange on paper, and | would logit for him. Over 
the years, out Field Day operation became much more 
‘organized and the results speak fr themselves. How is it 
thal NIOKL descres our operation in the brochure — “Hard 
Work, sweal, and radio madness"? That says ital, and to be 
Part ofthat kind of an operation is something! look forward 
{o every year. Is amazing to see people show up to suppart 
the operation we pul on.

\Wanted to got your attention with the tide, as thas the 
Incentive for some recent actions by your board of directors. 
A tisk? What are we talking about? 


‘There's nothing lke a real-ife example, and this aceurted a 
few years ago and involves our neighboring lub, Westeen 
New York DX Association, WNYDXA, in Buta, 


‘Seems a few years ago afew members were instaling a 
‘ower and had hired a professional tower guy to do the work 
He fel from the tower and got injured, and his insurance 
covered his medical expenses. Of caurse-thats why we all 
have insuranee, Wel, insurance companies are not knavn 
for their magnarimity, so guess what they did? They went 
after WNYDXA to recover their costs! 


‘No, you dat miss my saying this was a WNYDXA event, 
because it wasn't. But that dnt make any diference tothe 
insurance company, The connection was close enough, and 
the lawyers decided to give ta shot 


‘what could have happened? Worst case, they (the club) 
could have been found at fault, and the individual members 
all individually sued for recovery of costs. No far, you say, it 
wasnt a lub event, That sure didnt stop the insurance 
‘company. And they had deep pockes to pursue the case. 
‘The good news is that some common sense apparently 
prevatied, and i never went anywhere. Well assume that 
las because ofthe key point that it wasn'ta cub event. 
They lucked out 


Lots change the circumstances. Let's say twas Feld Day. 
{Lets bring closer ta home and say was ROXAS Field 
Day. Try as we might, many of us have vatnessed a few 
‘occasions over the years when there were a few nervous 
‘moments during seup that coud easly have turned into an 
Acer. And We indeed did have a tower itera fall dawn 
Several years ago while at Ridge Shalter in Webster Park 
‘That was due to mischel by some kids who untied a guy 
‘ope, but thas not the point. It only damaged the beam 
(Which we paid for out of pocket) urit could have fallen on 


‘So what's our exposure here? Well, we have ARRL Club 
Insurance, so we'e covered, ight? Depends. And this is 
where you gotta just love the insurance industry. (That's ot 
Course tongue-in-cheek) Yes we are, up to $2 millon, IF the 
Injured party is not a member of the club. Yes, that was nora 
‘member. A non-member ean sue us and we're covered for 
Setlements up tothe 2 millon, ineuding court casts. 
‘member isnot covered. Or put itferenly, the club isnot 
Covered if its a member who's injured 


‘That's a classie Say whar?! So | sent off a note to the ARRL 
about this, because thats now I read our club policy (which 
{ook months to obtain, by the way, at least the detaled wrte- 
Up that actualy explains our cove‘age). Here's the 
exchange: 


KAPY to ARRL: “We have the ARRL Club 
insurance. in reading the legalese, rn ofthe 
Understanding that a club member isnot covered 
‘should they themselves got injured or suffer a 
‘property ls. The club has protection any ram 
‘people outside the club. Comect>" 


RRL. to K1PY: “Thats corect. Its a basle 
‘principle of insurance. it protects the insured (the 
‘lub and ts members) in the case of injury or 
‘property loss om "other" partes.

Irish Amateurs Now Able to Apply for 
Permission to Operate on 5 MHz (Nov 13,2007)

| | | Four 3 kez channels at § MHz are being 


‘ranted to rsh amateurs, according tote lsh Radio 
‘Transmitters Society (F275), lteland's IARU Member: 

Society. These requencies are centered on 5.280, 5.290, 
5.400 and 5.405 Miz (the suppressed-caierIrequency for 
USB is 1.5 KHz lower). This folows extensive contacts with 
the military authorives and with the Commission for 
‘Communications Regulation (Commeg) by the IRTS 
(ireland's equivalent ofthe FCC). The facity will be available 
for an intial tial period ofa year and individual application is, 
required. The power alowed wil be 23 dBW (200 W) to an 
antenna with not more than O dB gain (e.. a dipole). Some 
‘ral of these channels are also in use Inthe UK, leetan, 
Finland, Norway, Canada and the US. Some administrative 
details remain to be attended to by ComReg but tis 
Anticipated thatthe frst variations of icenses could be 
issued al the end of November or early December. The RTS 
‘Suesses that individuals must apply to aperate at these 5 
[MHz trequencies. Permission for a'5 Mz beacon has been 
ranted: a eal sign and frequency are in the works.

60m (5mhz) allocation at the world radio 
conference ‘submitted by: K2cs 


{As the International Telecommunicatin Union's 2007 World 
adlocommunication Conference (WRC-07) in Geneva 
headed toward is fourth and final week. the propanenis of 
Addional allocations to HF Broadcasting coneaded defeat 
And accepted that there wil be no addanal allocations 
made to HFBC at this conference. The sim possibilty of a 
S-MH2 allocation tothe amateur service also evaporated inte 
Friday evening, 


HBC has been a contentious issue at ITU conferences for 
decades. At WRC-07, additonal HFEC allocations between 
“and 10 MHz were supported by 25 European 
‘administrations and a few outside Europe but were strongly 
‘opposed by every other regional organization. Opposition to 
Aadalivonal HFBC allocations was based mainly ona desi to 
protect miltary and other government fixed and mobile 
ommunicatios, athough some of the administrations that 
were the most outspoken opponents of HFEC expansion 
authorize HFBC stations under thei juisdlction to operate 
‘ut-ol-band in the fed and mobile alacations. Some HFEC 
proponents pradet thatthe unsatisactory outcome ofthe 
Eanferanice on this ssue vil lead to even mare out-o-band 
broadeasing 


A footnote speciticaly authorizing administrations 19 allow 
Amateur stations to use spol frequencies in the 5 M2 range 
\was considered Friday evening atthe Sub Warking Group 
level as one ofthe last tems of business coneamning the 
10 MHz range. The foainoe failed to atvactsutiient 
‘support and wae withdraw from consideration by Is 
sponsor, the European regional organization (CEPT). This 
has no effect on the adminstations that have authorized 
amateur operations under the no-terference provisions at 
Radko Regulation 4.4 


(Ona more positive note for radio amateurs, a secondary 
allocation of 135 7-137-8 kHz to the amateut service was 
Approved on frst reading in Plenary on Friday alternoon, 
‘Novernber 9. This marks the frst time sinee allocations to 
radio services began thatthe amateur service has had an 
fllacation below the medium wave broadcasting band. The 
etfective date isnot yet set buts likely tobe the date of 
tent inta force ofthe Final Acts ofthe Conference. Of 
Course, amateurs must wait unl thelr oun administrations 
Auhorae the new allocation belore tey ean use k. Some 
Administrations, while not wishing to block the international 
Allocation, have indicated a reluctance to iplement in 
their countries because of various interference cancers 


Werk continues on the agenda for tuure WRCS, tentatively 
schedulad for 2011 and 2015, There are many more 
proposals for agenda items forthe next conference than can 
be accommodated, so only hase with broad support are 
likely tobe included, Commitee work on the future agendas 
is Scheduled for completion early next week
